"I confess it greatly Impressed my 


imagination," said . Mr. Morley. "and

"Frankly, I rejolce^to hear from the 


secretary of.,the -treasury that your 
hope's are buoyant, and that you arc 
prosperous.

bounded strength of your material re- 
sources—and, being-a good naturcd 
people,' let mo say that I have seen 
nothing—dcn't hoot mo out of tho 
room—I have.jFcen nothing, no evi- 
dence durlng-thls nin1 through some 
of the centers of;your "country, to 
make me .believe ryoti would 'not have 
been Just .as, great.

Sea- 
soning experiments have shown how 
to Increase this time by three or four 
years, and It Is now expected to Im- 
prove on this Increase.

of seasoning have -effected a .drying 
out of 20 per cent, of tho original 
weight of tho poles. Tho better' sea- 
soned the pole, tho less chance'there 
Is-for (|ecay, which'Is promoted 
by 
moisture.

Such experiments are of large Im- 


portance not only to telegraph 
and 


telephone companies, but to all us- 
ers of heavy timbers which cotno In 
contact with the ground, at which line 
decay gets In Its most. deadly work: 
It Is bellvecd that still greater econo- 
mies can be secured 
by tho use of 


proper methods of preservative treat- 
ment. Tho latter IB a subject which 
tho Bureau of Forestry has for some 
tlmo been Investigating, as set forth 
In Its bulletin No. 41, "Seasoning of 
Timber," and other publications. Fur- 
ther bulletins dealing with different 
aspects of tho same problem will be 
Issued later.
